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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Windsor: 


The Windsor School Department is submitting a six-month budget 
in the amount of $206,195. for your consideration. The six-month 
budget is for the period of January 1, 1976 to June 30, 1976. Later 
in the Spring, after the Special Session of the Legislature has adjourned, 
we will need to present a full year school budget to you, which would 
cover the period of July 1, 1976 to June 30, 1977. The enactment of 
these two budgets will put our school budget on the same fiscal year as 
the State. This change in our school budget year is required by law, 
which was passed by the 107th Legislature. 


The Instructional Account has increased, due to the fact that more 
of our associate positions are now paid for by local funds because of a 
decrease in Title I funds from last year. There has also been an addition 
of two staff members to the position of Teacher Associate. We are 
attempting to provide an adequate student-teacher ratio within our 
very limited classroom space. 


» this six-month budget, coupled with six months of the next year’s 
budget, will require the Town to raise more money for education under 
your 1976 taxes than was raised in 1975. The increase, hopefully, will 
be within reason, and not present an extreme hardship on the Town. 


As you know, two classrooms of students are being housed at the 
Town Hall. This has given us some very much needed room at the 
Elementary School, however, this is by no means the complete answer 
to our crowded situation. The School Committee is still studying the 
possibility of entering into a Community School District with other 
towns in this School Union. Should this not get under way by early 
Spring, we will need to solve the over-crowded situation on a local basis. 
Because of the potential growth of the Town of Windsor, we may have 
school housing problems for years to come. 
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At the end of this school year, Mrs. Jones will retire from the 
teaching staff of the Windsor Elementary School. Mrs. Jones has given 
many years of devoted service to the teaching profession and we wish 
her a long and happy retirement. 


During the past year, I have been blessed with the cooperation of the 
Staff, School Committee, Town officials and citizens of Windsor. Little 
do you realize how much this is appreciated.

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WINDSOR VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT, INC. 


The year 1975 was highly productive for The Windsor Volunteer 
_ Fire Department as the long sought goal of becoming a rated depart- 
ment was achieved on November 4, 1975. This recognition of our 
upgraded fire fighting capability was made possible by both the Town’s 
purchase of a new fire truck and the Department’s ability to obtain a 
federal grant allowing purchase of other necessary equipment for a 
rating. The Department encourages any residents who have not already 
done so, to contact their insurance company and determine the amount 
of reduction in their fire insurance premium. 


Members of the Department are very proud of the new Bean 
Combination High Pressure and Volume Pumper which was delivered 
in June. Upon arrival, it was tested by the Fire Services Branch of the 
Maine Department of Education and was found to meet all the required 
specifications. The high pressure fog system produces 850 pounds 
pressure and pumps seventy gallons per minute through two booster 
lines. The fog pattern produced in the gun nozzle is highly effective 
and efficient in controlling. fire in confined areas while using very small 
quantities of water. The two-stage volume pump has a capacity of 750 
gallons per minute and features four 24% inch discharges, and two 4% 
inch suction ports. 


This 1975 Ford truck has a 750 gallon water tank and also came 
' equippéd with a 35 foot, three section ladder, two fire axes, pike pole 
and entrance bar. There are large compartments and hose body for 
carrying all the required equipment. | 


In August, the Department received federal matching funds from a 
grant administered by the Maine Bureau of Forestry for assisting rural 
departments. With these funds and other monies generated by special 
work projects such as our booth at Windsor Fair, we were able to 
purchase all the equipment needed to be rated. These items included 
1,200 feet of 2% inch hose, 1,000 feet of 1% inch hose, six nozzles, a 
generator with smoke ejector and floodlights, handlights and several 
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hose adapters and fittings. Other equipment purchased included a 1,500 
gallon fold-a-tank, air pack with two spare air tanks, five monitors and 
four used two-way radios. 


The Department responded to the following thirty-eight fire and 
emergency calls during 1975.

Our members were also involved with numerous other activities 
including work and training sessions which were held throughout the 
year to keep our equipment in readiness and our men knowledgeable 
in its operation. During the spring, considerable grass burning was © 
performed to raise money and in the summer we again participated in 
area parades and field days. Standby service was provided as usual at 
Windsor Fair and we also had a fund raising booth on the grounds. A 
safety program was presented at Windsor School during Fire Prevention 
Week and the Department also cooperated on the Bicentennial Supper 
held in November. 


In reviewing our progress during 1975, the Department acknowledges 
that it would not have been possible without support from the Town, 
our Ladies’ Auxiliary and all the members and citizens who have - 
contributed to our fund raising events. For the coming year, we plan 
to continue working hard to improve our ability to service our commu- 
nity and we again ask for everyone’s support so that we may accomplish 
this goal.

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WINDSOR VOLUNTEER AMBULANCE CORPORATION 
Narrative Report 


During the year 1975, requests for the ambulance again showed a 
marked increase over the past year indicating that we continue to be 
providing a necessary and valuable service to the Town of Windsor and 
surrounding communities. The ambulance was called for 135 emer- 
gencies, 28 transfers and 9 responses whereby there was no need to 
transport a patient. We also responded to four structural fires making 
a total of 172 trips as compared to 124 calls in 1974. 


Additional equipment was purchased this past year in a continued 
effort to upgrade our service. Five monitors were obtained and placed 
in volunteers’ homes to ensure speedy response to emergencies. 
Another important acquisition was a Porta-Power Unit which is often 
needed for removing accident victims from wrecked vehicles. A chair 
stretcher was also added to our inventory to make maneuvering in 
‘narrow corridors and stairways much easier. 


While we are fortunate to have a modern, well equipped vehicle, we 
certainly recognize that the success of our organization depends on 
dedicated members who continue to further their emergency training. 
Seventeen of our people are now Nationally Registered Emergency 
- Medical Technicians (EMT/A’s), three more have completed the ninety 
hour course and hold certificates, nine have completed the fifty hour 
Advanced First Aid Course, and eight other members have been trained 
as ambulance drivers. Most people are probably unaware that in addi- 
tion to obtaining further training the volunteers are also involved with 
the ongoing efforts of the various committees that are so necessary for 
proper operation. These include Training, Equipment, Roster, Laundry, 
Maintenance and Publicity. To all members who have served so faith- 
fully this past year I would like to express my appreciation for all your 
time and hard work. 


In the coming year, our primary goal is to finish paying off our loan 
for the vehicle. Other objectives include continued attendance at our 
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monthly training sessions, obtaining twenty hour refresher courses for 
our EMT/A’s and maintaining our vehicle and equipment for immediate 
and effective response whenever a call is received. 


We regret to inform the public that due to current economic con- 
ditions it has been necessary to increase our rates effective February 1, 
1976 to cover the increased costs of operations. We have not had an 
increase in rates since our incorporation in August, 1972, and as a 
result of inflation, our Board of Trustees recently found it necessary to 
raise our rates. Therefore, Windsor resident rates have increased from 
$20 to $30 for trips to local hospitals in Augusta, Gardiner, and Water- 
ville. Rates for residents of surrounding towns have increased from $30 
to $40 for trips to the same area hospitals. Persons requiring transpor- 
tation to other hospitals in Camden, Rockland, or Damariscotta will 
also be charged an additional cost of $1 per loaded mile. This increase 
in rates plus our annual appropriation from each town served should 
enable us to provide efficient service during the coming year.

The Planning Board has not been too successful with its special 
projects. Merle has searched every avenue possible to find a suitable 
shore lot for a camping and recreational facility. I feel we will have to 
turn our efforts to finding a location on the Branch. Harry was relieved 
of his mapping plans by the town’s aerial mapping program. Bill was 
only able to give moral support to the tree planting program which 
made a good start through the leadership of Dick Gray and help from — 
the Scouts and the highway department. Leroy has a list of all road | 
signs needed and we hope to continue with that program.

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SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS OF THE 
TOWN OF WINDSOR 


The purpose of these subdivision regulations is to encourage the most 
appropriate use of land, provide for the orderly development of the 
Town of Windsor and to protect. and preserve the health, safety and 
general welfare of the citizens of Windsor including the future occupants 
of such subdivision. 


SECTION II. Authority and Administration. 
A. Authority 


1. These provisions are adopted pursuant to and consistent with 
Maine revised Statutes Annotated, Title 30 Section 4956. 


2. These subdivision regulations shall be known and cited as 
“Subdivision Regulations of the Town of Windsor.” 


B. Administration 


1. The Planning Board of the Town of Windsor hereinafter called | 
the “Board”’ shall administer these regulations. 


2. The provisions of these regulations shall pertain to all the land 
proposed for a subdivision, as defined, within the boundaries of the 
Town of Windsor. 


SECTION III. Definition. 


A subdivision is the division of a tract or parcel of land into 3 or 
more lots within any 5 year period, whether accomplished by sale, 
lease, development, building or otherwise, except when the division is 
accomplished by inheritance, order of the Court or gift to a relative, 
unless the intent of such gift is to avoid the objectives of this section. 


Land retained by the subdivider for his own use as a single family 
residence shall not be included. , 


No sale or lease of any lot or parcel shall be considered as being a 
part of a subdivision if such a lot or parcel is 40 acres or more in size, 
except where the intent of such sale or lease is to avoid the objectives of 
this ordinance. 
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For the purposes of this section, a tract or parcel of land is defined 
as all contiguous land in the same ownership, provided that lands 
located on opposite sides of a public or private road shall be considered 
each a separate tract or parcel of land unless such road was established 
by the owner of such land on both sides thereof. 


SECTION IV. Procedures For Subdivision Review. 


1. Prior to the formal submission of a subdivision application 
and the preliminary plan, the subdivider or his authorized agent shall 
appear informally to discuss the proposed subdivision at a regular 
meeting of the Board. 


2. The applicant is urged to present to the Board, for informal 
review and comment, a sketch plan of the proposed subdivision. 
Such a sketch plan would show, in general terms, the layout of the 
lots and any streets or similar terms. 


3. No binding commitments shall be made between the subdivider 
and the Board at this stage. A clear understanding of what is pro- 
posed, what is possible and what is acceptable is the aim of the 
“Pre-Application Meeting.” 


B. Subdivision Application : 


A subdivider shall submit a subdivision application to the Board 
upon such form(s) to be provided by the Board. Upon receiving an 
application form, the Board shall issue to the applicant a dated 
receipt. Within 30 days from receipt of the subdivision application, 
the Board shall notify the applicant in writing either that the appli- 
cation is complete, and, if not, which specific additional information 
is necessary to make a complete application. After the Board has 
determined that a complete application has been filed, it shall notify 
the applicant that he may proceed to submit the preliminary plan of 
the subdivision for evaluation and review by the Board. 


C. Preliminary Plan 


The Preliminary Plan map shall not be less than 84%” x 11” (at 
lease 3 copies shall be provided — one for the subdivider or his 
authorized agent, one for the Board and one for the Board of 
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Selectmen) and drawn to scale of not less than 1” equals 100’ nor 
greater than 1” equals 400° (unless otherwise specified by the Board), 
and shall include: 


1. Proposed name or identifying title of the subdivision along 
with the date of submittal. 


2. Name and address of subdivider and his authorized agent (if 
necessary), owner(s), engineer(s), and surveryor(s). 


3. Book and page number of original tract or parcel of land, 
acreage of the tract or parcel, town tax map and lot number, and 
names of abutting landowners. 


4. Perimeter survey of tract made relating to reference points, 
showing true north point, graphic scale, corners of tract and date of 
survey and total acreage. 


5. Existing buildings, lot lines, roads, streets and highways, utility 
lines, sewer lines and pumping stations, water lines, easements, and 
natural features (lakes, streams, rivers, wetlands, natural drainage 
ways, wooded and open space areas, etc.). 


6. Proposed buildings, lot lines and approximate dimensions and 
acreage of each lot, roads, streets, highways, utility lines, water lines, 
sewer lines and pumping stations, easements and disturbances of 
natural features. 


7. Indication of proposed surface water drainage (by arrows) and 
diversion plan. 


8. If the subdivision is not to be served by a public sewer line, 
then an on-site soils investigation report must be completed by a soil 
scientist certified by the State of Maine Department of Human 
Services. This report shall contain the types of soil, location of test 
sites and proposed location and design of the most appropriate and 
suitable subsurface sewerage disposal systems of each lot in the sub- 
division and signed by the soil scientist. 


9. Proposed water supply system. 
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The Preliminary Plan map shall be accompanied by the following 
data: 


1. Statement indicating the water table level of the area which 
may consist of well logs from adjacent properties or other evidence 
of adequate water supply. 


2. Method of solid waste disposal. 


3. Copies of letters to abutting landowners notifying them of the 
proposed subdivision. 


4. Statement of financial capability. 


5. Applicable local, state and federal ordinances, statutes, laws 
and regulations such as, but not limited to, zoning ordinances, Great 
Ponds Act, Coastal Wetlands Act, and the flood prone areas subject 
to the National Flood Insurance Program, etc. 


6. Statement from the Fire Chief concerning availability of fire 
hydrants and/or fire pond. 


7. Deed restrictions and covenants running with the land. 


8. The board may require that the subdivider make other studies 
and provide other data that it deems necessary or desirable to protect 
and assure the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the Town, 
including the future occupants of such subdivisions. 


C. Approval of Preliminary Plan 


‘1. The Board shall approve, approve with modification, or dis- 
approve the Preliminary Plan. The reason for any modification or 
the causes for disapproval shall be stated in a letter to the subdivider 
or his authorized agent and recorded in the records of the Board. 


2. Approval of a Preliminary Plan shall not constitute approval 
of the Final Plan, but rather serve as approval of the general design 
submitted in the preliminary plan as a guide to the preparation of the 
Final Plan. Within 6 months after the approval of the preliminary 
plan, the subdivider or his authorized agent, shall submit the Final 
Plan to the Board. 
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3. Failure to submit the Final Plan within the designated time 
period shall require the submission of a new subdivision application. 


E. The Final Plan 


The map of the Final Plan shall be submitted with original trans- 
parency and three copies and shall include: 


1. All the information shown on the preliminary plan map and 
any additions and modifications made by the Board. 


2. Location of permanent markers at all lot corners. The term 
permanent markers include, but are not limited to the following: 
a granite monument, a concrete monument, an iron pin, or a drilled 
hole in ledge. 


3. The name, registration number, and seal of the land surveyor, 
architect, engineer or planning consultant who prepared the plan. 


4. Suitable space to record on the Final Plan approval by the 
Board with conditions, if any, and also the date of such approval as 
follows:

Signed Chairman 


(space for all members to sign) 


Date 


Conditions 


The Map of the Final Plan shall be accompanied by the following 
data: 
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1. Statement from the selectmen and/or Road Commissioner 
. that the proposed road or street construction, grading, and ditching 
have been reviewed and approved. 


2. Statement that all applicable local, state and federal ordinances, 
statutes, laws and regulations have been met. 


3. Any covenants or deed restrictions intended to cover all, or 
part, or of access to the subdivision that the Board may require. 


4. Other data may be requested by the Board to accompany the 
Final Plan. 


F, Final Plan Approval 


1. Within 60 days of the submission of the Final Plan, the Board 
by a majority vote shall approve, approve with conditions, or dis- 
approve the Final Plan. 


2. The reason for any conditions or the causes for disapproval 
_ shall be stated in a letter to the subdivider or his authorized agent 
and recorded in the records of the Board. 


3. Upon approval of the Final Plan, a majority of the Board shall 
sign all four copies. The original transparency shall be filed with the 
Registry of Deeds, one copy retained by the subdivider or his 
authorized agent, one copy will be retained for the records of the 
Board, and one copy retained by the Selectmen as a part of their 
municipal files. 


G. Public Hearing 


Should the Board determine that a public hearing be held either 
on the Preliminary Plan or Final Plan or on both, it shall be held in 
accordance with M.R.S.A., Title 30, Section 4956, Sub-Section 2(D). 


SECTION V. General Requirements. 


In reviewing subdivisions, the Board shall consider the following 
general requirements. In all instances, the burden of proof shall be upon 
the person proposing the subdivision: 


A. Any proposed subdivision shall be in conformity with the pro-

visions of all pertinent local, state and federal ordinances, statutes, 
laws and regulations. 


B. The Board shall consider the “Guidelines” outlined in M.R.S.A., 
Title 30, Section 4956, Sub-Section 3. 


C. If the proposed subdivision meets the definition of “Subdivision” 
under the State of Maine Site Location Law as defined in M.R.S.A., 
Title 38, Section 482, approval from the Department of Environ- 
mental Protection must be secured by the subdivider or his 
authorized agent prior to approval or approval with conditions of 
the Final Plan by the Board. 


D. The Board may conduct on-site investigations of the proposed 
subdivision site at its discretion. 


E. Open Space Provisions. 


1. Where the proposed subdivision is located abutting a lake, 
pond, river or year-round named stream, the planning board shall 
require, if it deems feasible and appropriate, that the subdivider 
reserve an area of land abutting the waterbody or water course as an 
open space and/or recreational area space for use by property owners 
in the subdivision. 


2. The instruments of conveyance (deeds) from the subdivider or 
his authorized agent to the property owner in the subdivision shall 
provide for an access right of way to this reserved land. 


F. Lots and Density 


1. Lot sizes shall comply with the requirements of the Windsor 
Building Ordinance, Windsor Shoreline Zoning Ordinance and the 
Windsor ordinance pertaining to the Mobile Homes. 


2. Larger lot sizes and lower densities may be required if the soil 
characteristics for on-site sewerage disposal necessitates larger lot 
sizes or lower densities. In judging soil characteristics for larger lot 
sizes and lower densities, the Board may be guided by Appendix 1, 
“Minimum Lot Determination for Single Family Dwellings when 
On-Site Disposal is Required”, State of Maine Plumbing Code, 
Part 11 - “Private Sewerage Disposal Regulations.” 
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G. Minimum Standards for Street Design and Construction 


1. The design of streets shall meet the minimum requirement of 
Section “‘B” of the Windsor Ordinance for the Acceptance of Streets 
and Ways. 


H. The Board may require easements for Sewerage, drainage or other 
Utilities. 


1. The Board may require a buffer strip when the proposed sub- 
division will be located adjacent to a use where separation is 
desirable. 


J. No utility installations, no ditching, grading, or construction of 
roads, no grading of land or lots, and no construction of buildings 
shall be done on any part of the subdivision until a Final Plan of such 
subdivision shall have been approved by the Board and recorded by 
the Subdivider in the Registry of Deeds. Plans for road construction, 
grading and ditching should be reviewed by the Road Commissioner 
prior to Planning Board approval. 


SECTION VI. Enforcement. 


1. No person, firm, corporation or other legal entity may sell, 
lease or convey for consideration, offer or agree to sell, lease or 
_ convey for consideration any land in a subdivision unless the sub- 
division has been approved by the municipal reviewing authority of 
the municipality where the subdivision is located, and unless a survey 
plan thereof showing permanent markers set at all lot corners has 
been recorded in the proper registry of deeds. The term “permanent 
marker” includes but is not limited to the following: A granite 
monument, a concrete monument, an iron pin or a drill hole in 
ledge. No subdivision plat or plan shall be recorded by any register 
of deeds which has not been approved as required. Approval for the 
purpose of recording shall appear in writing on the plat or plan. No 
public utility, water district, sanitary district or any utility company 
of any kind shall install services to any lot in a subdivision for which 
a plan has not been approved. 
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Any person, firm, corporation or other legal entity who sells, 
leases, or conveys for consideration, offers or agrees to sell, lease or 
convey for consideration any land in a subdivision which has not 
been approved as required by this section shall be punished by a fine 
of not more than $1,000 for each such sale, lease or conveyance for 
consideration, offering or agreement. The Attorney General, the 
municipality or the appropriate municipal officers may institute 
proceedings to enjoin the violation of this section. 


SECTION VII. Resubdivision. 


After approval of a plat or plan by the Board, any additional division | 
of land within or contiguous to that plat or any changes to privately 
owned rights of way created by the subdivision, shall be subject to the 
full requirements of these regulations for review and approval. 


SECTION VIII. Waivers. 


1. Where the Board finds that extraordinary and unnecessary 
hardships may result from strict compliance with these regulations, 
or where there are special circumstances of a particular plan it may 
vary these regulations provided that such variations will not have the 
effect of nullifying the intent and purposes of the official map, the 
comprehensive plan, the shoreland use ordinance, or other land use 
ordinances where such exist. 


2. Where the Board finds that, due to special circumstances of a 
particular plan, the provision of certain required improvements and 
regulations are not requisite in the interest of public health, safety, 
and general welfare, or inappropriate because of inadequacy or 
lack of connecting facilities adjacent or in proximity to the proposed 
subdivision, it may waive such requirements, subject to appropriate 
conditions. 


3. In granting waivers and modifications, the Board shall require 
such conditions as will, in its judgement, secure substantially the 
objectives of the requirements so varied or modified. 
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SECTION IX. Appeals. 


An appeal from a decision of the Board may be taken to a Board of 
Appeals, if one has been established to the Town in accordance with 
M.RS.A., Title 30, Sub-Section 2411, or to the Superior Court. 


SECTION X. Validity and Severability, Effective Date and Filing. 


1. Should any section or provision of these regulations be 
declared by the Courts to be invalid, such decision shall not invalidate 
any other section or provision of these regulations. 


2. These regulations are effective as of: March 8, 1976. 


3. A certified copy of the Subdivision Regulations and any 
amendments shall be endorsed by the Town Clerk and shall be filed 
with the County Registry of Deeds in the manner provided.

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SCHOOL BUILDING NEEDS 
STUDY COMMITTEE REPORT 


- The School Building Needs Study Committee was not an active 
committee during the past year. The reason for this is that the Windsor 
School Committee was actively engaged in studying the feasibility of 
participating in a Community School District with the other five 
Union No. 51 towns. Any action by this committee would have been 
a duplication of their effort. 


I kept the full School Building Needs Study Committee informed on 
the progress of the effort made by the Windsor School Committee; 
and, had a study developed, the S. B. N. S. committee was ready to 
assist in gathering data and to help keep our citizens informed of the 
findings and recommendations. 


In the early part of June, 1975, the school committees of seven 
towns (Chelsea, China, Jefferson, Palermo, Vassalboro, Whitefield and 
Windsor) met and discussed the possibility of forming a Community 
School District in the area. All towns but Chelsea and Windsor decided 
not to participate in a feasibility study at that time. 


After exploring some of the possibilities of a two-town Community 
School District, the Chelsea and Windsor School Committees decided - 
on December 30, 1975 that it would be necessary for at least one more 
town to join a feasibility study to enable them to bring about a suitable 
working arrangement as it would relate to funding and voting in a C.S.D. 


In April of this year, the Joint School Committee of Union No. 51 
will seek to learn if any of the member towns wish to reconsider their 
June, 1975 decision and vote to participate in a feasibility study with 
Chelsea and Windsor. 


In the meantime, over-crowding conditions are still with us in our 
Windsor schools and our low ratings in the State’s building priority 
system continue to keep us from adding space to our present school 
building. ) 
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I am sure the members of the School Building Needs Study Com- 
mittee stand ready to help in any way possible with any efforts to 
conduct a feasibility study in the future.

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1975 REPORT OF PLUMBING INSPECTOR 


35 plumbing permits were issued during the year. 13 for new 
construction, 14 for septic tank installation, 8 for interior remodeling. 
15 of these have been completed and passed inspection. 20 are still 
under construction. The plumbing inspector also inspected 5 permits 
issued in 1974 and is holding 10 that have not been completed. A final 
inspection is required on all plumbing, so anyone who has completed 
the work should inform the plumbing inspector in order to get this 
final okay. 


Several complaints are being investigated of malfunctioning or 
improper sewage disposal. Owners of such property will be prosecuted 
by the State if such problems are not corrected after being advised by 
the plumbing inspector. Under the State Code, permits must also be 
obtained for all remodeling and additional plumbing that is done after 
the initial construction.

and Town Hall. 

During the past and present year we have been placing emphasis on 
trying to build our Organization back up and increase the membership.

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At the Windsor Town Meeting held on March 10, 1975, the Citizens 
voted to continue the local law enforcement effort within the juris- 
diction. 


The many efforts of the elected and appointed constables for the 
year have included answering and attending to complaints made by 
citizens, patrolling more than 2500 miles and 190 hours spent on 
surveillance. 


The results have provided a reasonably secure community. 


In the coming year with the development of additional properties, 
increased population, and the addition of new Town Ordinances in 
regard to the dump, the town will demand additional law enforcement. 


Therefore, the Constabulary requests that the townspeople provide 
Two Way Radio Communication for security and emergency purposes. 
This equipment consists of 2 (two) complete units, and is available from 
a State agency at a reasonable cost. The total not exceeding $500.00 
(five hundred dollars). 


If purchased, this equipment will provide direct contact with other 
law enforcement agencies thereby greatly enhancing the efficiency of 
the Windsor Constabulary. 


The Town now enjoys a cooperative arrangement with these agencies. 
Having Radio Communication could make this arrangement complete, 
with obvious benefit to the Town. 


The present identity and composition of the town Constabulary is 
recommended to remain the same, (one elected uniformed constable 
and four appointed constables). 


It is recommended that the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1500) 
be provided for law enforcement purposes in 1976, and an additional 
five hundred dollars ($500) would be required for the Radio Equip- 
ment.

To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to procure a temporary loan or loans within 1976 taxable year in 
anticipation of taxes for the purpose of paying obligations of the Town. - 
Such loan or loans to be paid within the taxable year. 


Article 58. To choose any committee, hear the reports of any, and act 
thereon. 


Hereof fail not to have you there this Warrant with your doings 
thereon.

PROPOSED AMENDMENTS FOR THE 
WINDSOR BUILDING CODE 


Section 2, A. Would amend the existing ordinance regulating inspections 
by Building Inspectors and requiring at least 3 inspections during the 
course of construction or alterations- 


1. One inspection of proposed Building site prior to construction. 
2. One inspection during framing stage of construction. 


3. Final inspection at completion of work. 


Section 4 of the Building code and Section 2 of the Mobile Home code 
would increase the $5.00 building permit application fee presently 
required by the applicant to a $15.00 fee, to cover expenses for — 
required inspections. 


Section 5. To require a minimum lot size of two acres (87,120 sq. ft.) 
with a minimum street frontage of 200 feet. 
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ORDINANCE FOR THE ACCEPTANCE 
OF STREETS AND WAYS 


| To have a road accepted by the Town of Windsor the following 
procedures and regulations are guidelines to which the interested party 
or parties must conform. 


A. APPLICATION 

An application must be made to the Selectmen stating: length of 
street or road, households served, and a statement of real need. 

The application must be accompanied by a scale drawing of pro- 
spective street or road. 


B. MINIMUM REQUIREMENTS 
1. Right of Way 
The right of way must be at least 40 feet in width. 


2. Road Bed 
The road bed must have a surface width of at least 20 feet. 
- The road bed shall be located, as near as possible, in the center of 
the right of way. 


3. Excavation 

This shall consist of the removing of all materials encountered 
within the limits of the work. This means the removal of all 
stumps, brush, boulders, top-soil, and any other objectionable 
materials. 


4. Shaping 

The road bed shall be shaped with proper fill and by the 
removal of certain elevations. This should be done preferably by 
the use of a bulldozer and grader. 


5. Construction Material 

There must be a coarse gravel base of at least 18 inches in 
thickness capped by at least a four inch layer of a finer compacting 
gravel. 
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6. 
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6. Curves 
The street or road must be free from sharp curves. 


7. Grades 

Grades shall not exceed 10%. If due to rugged terrane a 
greater grade is needed, the Selectmen and Planning Board may 
make minor exceptions. 


8. Culverts 
Culverts must be installed where needed and must be of 
sufficient size to handle anticipated run off.’ 


9. Approach 

The approach to any existing traveled way must have a clear . 
vision in both directions and must converge at right angles on 
nearly level ground. 


10. Dead End Streets 

If the street or road does not circle an area and is considered 
a dead end street, provision must be made for an adequate turn- 
around. 


11. Supervision 

The above construction shall be done under the inspection 
of the Road Commissioner. He need not necessarily supervise each 
step of the construction. 


APPROVAL 
At such time as the applicant has complied with the above specifica- 


tions to the satisfaction of both the Board of Selectmen and the Planning 
Board, the Board of Selectmen shall give the applicant a written state- 
ment that he has complied with the specifications of the Ordinance, and. 
that such Board will recommend the acceptance of such street or road 

at the next regular or special Town Meeting.

ACCEPTANCE BY THE TOWN 
No street or road will be finally accepted until it is presented to 


the Town at the annual Town Meeting and voted on by the Town. 
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
